Patent for Recovering Menthol Crystals. 


Recovery of menthol crystals and purification of pep- 
permint oil. J. Mrwa. Jap., 31,656. By the fractional dis- 
tillation of the mother liquor from separated menthol crys- 
tals are obtained: (1) turpentine (principally menthene), 
(2) ketones (principally menthone), (3) alcohols (men- 
thol crystals), (4) ester (methyl ester). The ketone and 
ester are mixed and the ketone reduced by means of alcohol 
and metallic Na. From (2) and (4) are obtained pure 
menthol crystals and peppermint oil, by distillation and 
mixing with (1).

PREPARATIONS FOR THE HAIR 


By DR. F. A. MARSEK 


Under the title “Preparations for the Hair,’ a score ot 
various preparations may be considered. In principl 
nguish two groups, namely, those that are int 


of the hair and scalp and those whicl

nging to the first group we may include all those 
preparations that are used for cleaning, among them being 
fathering and non-lathering hair wash waters and soap 


Furthermore there are hair tonics, hair pomades, 


shampoos 


rilliantines, bandolines, curling preparations, hair oils, 
hair restorers and hair dyes 

second group consists of medicated preparations, 
mostly in liquid or salve form, which are in one way or 
another supposed to prevent the falling out of hair, or to 
restore its growth 

To understand the principal requirement and the ways 
in which the preparations of either of the two groups are 
working it is necessary in the first line to have a general 
understanding of the nature of the human hair and the 
diseases to which it is subject. A detailed explanation on 
these points of course would take more space than there is 
available here and besides it would mean to enter the sub 
ject of medical science rather than that of cosmetic and 
related lines. Therefore it must suffice to find here only a 
yrief outline of the more important points which are es- 
sential to know if we wish to be able to compose intelligent 
ly an efficient and practical formula for a hair preparation. 

Cleanliness of the body is an essential requirement, as 
everybody knows, for the upkeep of our health, and so 
is cleanliness of the scalp as absolutely necessary for 
a healthy growth of hair. Not only the human. skin 
must be kept in such a condition that the unhindered 
respiration through its pores can take place, but also the 
scalp requires the same care for the same purpose. It is 
evident that the scalp is a better collector of dust and dirt 
than the skin and yet generally speaking the vast majority 
of people do not pay one-tenth as much attention to the 
cleanliness of the scalp as they do to that of the skin. And 
in this condition we find ninety per cent of the causes for 
all the scalp diseases in the world. 

This fact naturally brings about the question of how 
ften and with what shall we wash our hair. This ques 
tion is easier to ask than to answer. It is entirely depend 
ent upon the natural condition of our scalp. And secondly 


tis dependent upon what we understand as to washing our

f our hair to wash it daily with an abundance of soap 

a thorough washing should take place only every 
two to four weeks.

Well, it is not the cosmetician’s business to complain 
about this fact, as thanks to it he is his hair prepa- 
rations. But the reputation of a manufacturer is more 
easily spoiled than built up and it is easier to sell a first 
jar—which may also be the last one—of any kind of a stuff 
under a good name than to produce a product which has 
at least as much merit as a preparation can have which 
is supposed to be an actual remedy for the general troub!e 
of falling hair without taking into consideration the par- 
ticular disease and the eventual result of it. Therefore 
we shall come back to this subject in a later part of this 
article and try to generalize the principal diseases of the 
scalp and the remedies for them which are suitabe for 
the general market 

To repeat what has been said previously we distinguish 
two different kinds of preparationts intended for the 
cleansing of the scalp. Firstly, such as are merely soafs 
and which should be used at intervals of from two to 
four weeks and such as are intended for use in much 
shorter intervals, or datly. 

The rst kind is generally termed shampoo and is 
marketed in the form of cake soaps, powders or liquids,

SCENTED WATER POPULAR IN CHINA 


That a profitable business awaits the American concern 
that introduces a brand of scented toilet water at popular 
prices into the Mukden consular district, is the opinion of 
Consul Albert W. Pontius. Due largely to the enterpris- 
ing way in which it has been pushed, approximately $200,- 
000 Mexican worth of a Chinese brand is now sold annually, 
dominating the Mukden market, in which formerly the 
\merican article had the larger sale. Scented water, and 
particularly Florida water, is in great demand, being used 
in daily ablutions and for treating skin irritations. It is 
also used at dinners and at theatrical performances, it 
being the custom to provide the guests or audience with 
small hot towels saturated with scented water for wiping 
the face. 

On the other hand, very little perfume is used, except by 
the wealthy Chinese and the few resident foreigners. Of 
the approximately $15,000 worth sold annually, that of 
French manufacture is most in demand, followed by brands 
from the United States and Hongkong. The most popular 
scents are violet and carnation.
